The tariff was 
taken off sugar and the price was low 
ered to the consumer. In the same bil 
the revenue tariff of one cent a pounc 
on tin plate was raised to a protectiv 
tariff with the view of building up tha 
industry among our people. The tariff 
on tin plate was made two and two 
tenths cents a pound. The result was 
that 40 tin mills were built in thi 
country within 18 months alter the 
tariff took effect and the price was no 
raised to the consumer.

carry out. All of the Republicans pres 
ent, Peffer, Kyle and Stuart, and th 
following Democrats voted for th 
Murphy resolution: Blanchard and Caf 
fery, of Louisiana; Gibson and Gorman 
of Maryland; Murphy, of New York 
Roach, of N. Dakota, and Smith of New 
Jersey. 


Senator Sherman took the floor afte 


the adoption of the Murphy resolution 
to make a few remarks, which he cor 
rectly characterized as "plain talk." He 
told the Democrats of their numerou 
blunders which included from GO tc 
100 important errors in the tariff bil! 
now in the hands of Mr. Cleveland, on 
of which—that for the free entry o 
alcohol used in the arts—would if un 
corrected, cost the government from 
twenty to thirty millions of dollars in 
lost revenue annually. He also had 
sharp word or two to say about* the un 
usual extent to which the encroachments 
of the executive upon the legislativi 
branches of the government had been 
pushed during the present session o 
Congress, and in conclusion expressed 
his belief that the best thing to be done 
was to go home and await the verdic 
of the voters before further meddling 
with thejtariff. To show that he was in 
earnest Mr. Sherman has himself gone 
home not to return until the opening o 
the next session of Congress. 


While it is generally regarded as cer 


tain that Mr. Cleveland is going to swal 
low his big dish of crow and allow thi 
senate tariff bill, which he so roundly 
abused ia the Wilson letter, to become a 
law, either with or without his signa 
ture, there are men—prominent men 
too—who believe that he is still In 
doubt, and that his present visit to Buz 
zard's Bay was not because of hia ill 
ness, but because he could better hold 
secret conferences there with certain 
ndividuals than he could at the White 
House; and that those conferences will 
settle whether the bill shall become a 
aw or be vetoed. These men further 
say that Secretary Carlisle is fully com- 
mitted to the senate bill and has been 
ever since he wrote its sugar schedule,

Congress can do nothing more for lack 


of a quorum in both branches, but it 
will be kept in session until next Mon- 
day, unless Mr. Cleveland acts upon the 
ariff bill before then, and it may even 
hen have trouble, to adjourn if some 
member takes a notion to raise the point 
of "no quorum" when the motion is 
made. However, it is probable that 
inough of the members might be got to 
return for the purpose of making a 
quorum to adjourn when it can be done 
without jeopardizing the tariff bill.

, One of the latest uses to which paper 
{baa been toned is the making of tele- 
graph poles. The paper palp-employed 
M sataratediwlth a miztnre ol borax, 
[tallow and othd&snbstances. The mass 
JU east in a mow, with a cone In the 
loenter, forming a hollow rod of any de- 
,rired length, the cross pieces being 
iheld by wooden keys driven in on 
jeltber aid* of the pole. The paper 
jpoles are said to lie lighter and 
ptron£er than those of wood, and to be 
tinaffeoted by the many weather influ- 
ence* which shorten the life of a 
wooden pole. It ii doubtful, however, 
whether jthe paper pole will come to 
ne anything like a rival to the iron pole, 
which i* now high in favor for the car- 
tying of all kinds of wire lines. The 
Mine of iron telegraph poles has been 
well tested under the most trying con- 
ditions on the line between Europe 
)and India, and again across arid 
fatretehes of country in Australia. In- 
•ect* that eat out the core of every- 
thing in the shape of wood, leaving 
*he shell only, and bird borers that 
drill holes in the toughest of trees, let 
(the iron pole pass, and even wander- 
lag tribes can not chop it up for fire- 
wood, although down in Australia 
they Jhave not yet quite gotten over 
Aheir trick of making arrow heads of 
the insulators that it carries. 


Tile* Made of Paper. 


The fact that the more paper stock 
la subjected to wear in a' frictional way 
jthe tougher it becomes has led parties 
Into the plan of using- paper stock for 
floor tiles. These are usually made of 
Atone, marble or cement, but are more 
tor less liable to wear off by constant 
kise. Floor tiles are now made of pulp 
Wood.

Beport of the 0o&ere«aional inves- 


tigating Committee 


OITHESLLEGEDABIOR-PLiTBFRAODS 


Various Ways in Which the Work Failed 


to Come Up to the Requirement* of 


the Contract—Reprehensible 


Trick* Resorted To. 


, Aug. 24.—After several 


months of careful inquiry into the 
charges affecting the integrity at the 
armor-plate, bolts and other appurte- 
nances furnished to the government by 
the Carnegie Steel Co. of Pittsburgh, 
Pa., the special committee to whom the 
work was delegated have finished their 
report, and it was laid before the 
house yesterday. This special com- 
mittee consisted of Mr. Cummings, of 
Bew York, chairman; Mr. Talbott, of 
Maryland; Mr. Money, of Mississippi; 
Mr. Dolliver. of Iowa, and Mr. Wads- 
worth, of New York. 


The resolution authorizing the inves- 


tigation was offered in the house by 
Mr. Dunphy, of New York, and passed 
May 22 last Two days later the spe- 
cial committee was called together. 


The work of the committee was per- 


formed with intelligence and with a 
conscientious desire to reach the bot- 
tom facts connected with the charges 
made. An immense mass of testimony 
was taken, which was submitted yes- 
terday with the report Their sittings 
•were wholly confined to Washington, 
with the exception of a few days when 
a, visit was made to the works of the 
Carnegie company at Homestead, Pa. 


The report shows that the contract 


with the Carnegies covered a period of 
two years and three months—from 
November 20, 1890, to iPebruary 98. 
1898. The amount of armor plate con- 
tracted for was 8,978 tons, costing in 
the aggregate 85,441,920 


Ip opening his report Mr. Cnmmings 


cites the charges against the company, 
eleven in number. These, summarized, 
show that plates did not receive the 
•uniform treatment required by the 
(Specifications of the contract; that 
ialse reports of the treatment of plates 
were systematically made to govern- 
ment inspectors; that bolts did not re- 
ceive the double treatment required; 
that specimens taken from the plates, 
tooth* before and after treatment, to 
ascertain the tensile strength of each 
plate were stretched without the 
knowledge of the government inspec- 
tors BO aa to increase their apparent 
strength. Specimens taken from other 
plates were substituted for specimens 
selected by government inspectors; 
that the testing machine was manipu- 
lated by the order of the superintend- 
ent of the armor-plate mill so as to in- 
crease the apparent strength of the 
specimens; specimens selected by the 
inspectors were re-treated before being 
submitted to test; plates selected by 
the inspectors for ballistic test were 
re-treated with the intention of improv- 
ing their ballistic resistance, without 
the knowledge of the government in- 
spectors; that in violation of the con- 
tract pipes or shrinking cavities, er- 
roneously called blow holes, in plates, 
were plugged by the contractors and 
the defects concealed from the govern- 
ment inspector; that the government 
inspector's stamp was either duplicated 
or stolen and used without the knowl- 
edge of the inspector; and that the 
gonernment inspector, in inspecting 
bolts, was deceived by means of false 
templets or gauges. 


Following the charges, the report 


give* "what is admitted." 


Under the first charge, Supt. Schwab, 


a stockholder of the company, admits 
that plates did not receive uniform 
treatment, explaining this by saying 
that uniform results alone were re- 
quired. 


The specifications under the con- 
tract required that "all members of a 
group shall receive a practically uni- 
form treatment." 


The second charge is proved by the 


rough records of the company itself, 
•which originally gave the actual treat- 
ment of the plates. That the original 
figures were correct is proved by their 
comparison with the time books of the 
heaters, in which every operation of 
heating was given by them in detail- 
ing their work each day. Over 85 per 
cent, of the records examined show 
that Supt. Cline changed the reports 
to be made to the government inspec- 
tors, the changes evidently being made 
for the purpose at deceiving the gov- 
ernment inspector in making it appear 
that the plates had received the uni- 
form and efficient treatment required 
lay the contract. 


In endeavoring to account for these 


ialse reports, Superintendents Schwab 
and Corey explained that Supt. Cline 
had added to the original report the 
treatment the plates had received at 
previous times. ' In other words, "where 
a plate had bean heated for bending or 
for straightening, say days, weeks or 
even months before, this treatment was 
credited and added to the treatment 
•which it hadlastreceived. It is in evi- 
dence that Cline kept such record, but 
he destroyed it after the investigation 
began. 


The treatment of the bolts, however, 


thorongly exposes the falsity of the ex- 
planation. All the superintendents ac- 
knowledge that they never received 
but one treatment, whereas, in every 
case two treatments were reported U 
the government •inspectors. It was of 
the utmost importance that bolts 
ahonld receive two treatments. The 
peculiar shock to which they would he 
enbjectect in battle from projectiles and 
from ramming required it- Experiments 
made show that unless this treatment 
•was given bolts they would break un- 
der a heavy blow, rendering the armor, 
in a measure, useless. 


The investigation shown that there 


were only two furnaces for the treat- 
ment ot plates and bolts up to Septem 
ber, 18M. After this a third ftunac 
Iras added, and the three were" used 
Itttil Aogmtt, 18W, when a fourth wa« 


added, and the committee finds 
there were notenough furnaces to turn 
out the work reported, if plates were 
treated according to specifications of 
the contract and in accordance with 
the direction of the government in- 
spectors. 
The report concludes: "The com- 


mittee can go no further into this in- 
vestigation without knowing the ac- 
tual ballistic resistance of groups of 
plates passed by a test of plates 
ihat did not really represent these 
groups. The company has admitted 
this charge. If the government is pre- 
cluded from making these teats at their 
expense by the settlement made Janu- 
ary 18, 1894, they must be made at 
the expense of the government. Be- 
lieving that a test of these plates should 
be made, your committee have selected 
the plates which in their opinion ought 
to be tested. They recommend that 
the money for such a test be taken 
from any moneys heretofore appropri- 
ated for the increase of the navy under 
the head of armor and armament.7'

THE TREASURY BALANCE. 


A Better Showing 'or the Government 
Fiscal Establishment. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 24. — The treasury 


balance and gold reserve are feeling 
the beneficial effects of a revival of 
b usiness. The net balance yesterday 
stood at 8133,710,000, a gain of 9700,000 
yesterday, of which 864,382,000 is in 
gold. This gives the treasury depart- 
ment a very comfortable balance out- 
side of the gold reserve upon which to 
carry on the business of the govern 
ment. 


The gold reserve yestestay increased 


over $350,000, with prospects of a fur- 
ther daily increase of almost as much 
for some time to come. Nearly all the 
heavy payments .of the treasury for the 
month have been made, including pen- 
sions, and the prospect now is that the 
balance sheet for August will show an 
excess of receipts over expenditures of 
95,000,000. 


The prospects for continued receipts 


after the tariff bill becomes an actual- 
ity are believed in treasury circles to 
be good. In the first place the re- 
ceipts for customs will be abnormally 
large for a considerable time after the 
bill becomes law, and while the re- 
ceipts from whisky will fall off to a 
minimum, the receipts . from tobacco 
and fermented li fttors will keep up. 


Treasury officials feel complacent 


over the situation and as one of them 
expressed it yesterday the treasury "is 
now on the shady side of Easy street.'*

The phosphorescent 


lampat present require* ourreats of too 
high potential and frequency of alter- 
nation to be economical. 


A writer in Canter's Magazine fur- 


nishes the illustration reproduced 
herewith, to show one way of generat- 
ing phosphorescence. A small piece at 
soft iron ia attached to a plathmni 
wire entering one end of a tube, from 
which the right amount of air has beet 
exhausted. 
This wire is connected 


outside with one end of the coll of 
electro-magnet, the other end of the 
coll receiving a current from a dis- 
tance. The second current wire comes 
down to the other end of the glass 
tube. When the circuit Is closed the 
coil magnetizes its core, snd this at- 
tracts the soft iron in the tube enough 
to break the connection at the point 
A. When the current ceases, the core 
is demagnetized, a&d the soft iron in 
the tube falls. This restores the cir- 
cuit; and thus a very rapid vibration Is 
kept up, producing a series of sparks 
In the tube—at A. In consequence, a 


•oftli^ht Is diffused all through the 
tube. Tbere are other ways, however, 
of securing the same result. Some 
methods provide no wire inside except 
at the terminals, and this arrangement 
admits of twisting the tubs into a 
spiral or any other form which the 
Fancy may suggest. Other means than 
those here represented may be em- 
ployed to Interrupt the current fre- 
quently. T le few molecules of air or 
other gas le'il In the tube are thrown 
into violent agitation In this manner; 
and it is to their bombardment of the 
confining glass and of each other that 
the luminosity ia attributed.

>late, is of steel, and carries the cutter 
on its under side, while the motor is
